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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Examiner agrees that the claims are allowable over the art of record. The 

combination of Thalhammer-Reyero and Flavin do not disclose all of the claim 
limitations. 

In an update search, the examiner found the Rhett et al (U.S. patent 5,839,091) 
reference which describes an automatic tissue staining method. Rhett is similar to 
applicant's invention in that Rhett also teaches defining a mapping and assigning 
components to cells in an arrangement, as shown in figures 19, 20, 24. However, Rhett 
does not disclose all of the recited elements. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
